Tho only inference to Ijc drawn from 
tho toiin of the loading nrticlo in the 
organ of yesterday is that tho man wlio 
does its heavy work imagines he is 
liceosed to abuse, defame and insult tho 
editor of this paper and opponents of the 
Government generally to his hcart'scou- 
tent without rendering himself amena- 
ble to punishment. He therefore strikes 
a virtuously indignant attitude and 
assuming that tho editor of The Colonhl 
has no feelings that any other person 
is bound to consider, proceeds to speak 
of the great damage to liis o^vn feelings 
and self-respect he sustained through 
tho publicat'on of our Merry Christmas 
article, which wo claim — supposing tho 
person a'; whom it was aimed to have 
written tho libel in the Standard of the 
day preceding — was most richly merit- 
ed' It is true that tliT) plaintiff 
did demand an apology from us ; but 
it is untrue, as ho wislios to convey, 
that his request was refused.

London, Jan. So. — A land meeting 
was held to-day in the. C'onneinara 
mountains, at which several thousand 
persons attended. Davitt and.;Daley 
were present. There were also land 
meetings at Bohola, at which there 
wore 4000 persons. 

John Bright Bjioaking at Birming- 
ham yesterday reverted to tho Irish 
question at length and urged tho gov- 
ernment to take energetic action for 
tho relief of sufferers in Ireland. 

Tho lord m.ayor of Dublin has issued 
an appeal through the London press in 
behalf of the ^lansion house relief com- 
mittee, stating that tho counnittee is 
not connected with any organization, 
and that it consists of, representatives 
of all creeds and all shades of politics. 
Tho appeal states that evidence accu- 
mulates that there is scarcely a county 
in Ireland in which terrible ])rivation 
does not exist in some jiortion, tiiough 
it is more severe in the western coun- 
ties and on tho northwest and south- 
west seaboards. 

London, Jaiu 24. — A. deputation of 
unemployed laborers of Dublin yester- 
day waited upon Rt. Hon. James Low- 
ther, chief secretary of Ireland, to ask 
his influence in providing means to 
ralievo distress among the laboring and 
poorer cla.sses. Tho spokesman for tho 
workingmen said that there were four 
thousand laborers unemployed in Dub 
lin, whose families aro destitute.

Brantford, Jan. 12.— On Sunday 

night the Congregational church was 
thrown|lnto a stato of excitement by 
some personal allusions in the Eev. S. 
P. Barker'."! farewell sermon. A large 
of people were present, and not the 
best of order was maintained. Tho 
rev. gentleman in giving his reasons 
for his departure, charged a portion of 
tho choir with having plced obstacles 
in his way, saying that ho had never 
had an hour's jieace on account of the 
actions of some of them. This aroused 
the ire of a gentleman in the choir, 
who promptly arose, and from the 
choir gallejy directly opposite the pul- 
pit he called upon the speaker to de- 
sis!, as ho was insulting every member 
of choir. This, as may bo surmis- 
ed, created a great commotion. The 
preacher instantly ordered the inter- 
rupter to sit down. The latter retort- 
ed that if any further insults were of- 
fered be would turn on the organ and 
drown the parson's voice. During this 
controversy several ladies fainted. 
The preacher continued his discourse, 
giving certain members of the church 
a severe drubbing for what ho denounc- 
ed as their unchristian and uncharit- 
able conduct towards him. Cries of 
"Give it to 'em, Barker," were hoard 
in the front seats, as the minister laid 
on the lash. Some of the members, 
thoso more directly pointed at, rose to 
leave tlie clunTh, but as a heavv 
shower was coming down at tho time, 
they had to remain in tho lobby, where 
they had the satisfaction of hearing 
all that was said. Of tho difference 
between the pastor and his flock little 
is known. Mr. Barker has occupied 
the pulpit for over three years, and has 
always been a very outspoken man. 
From street conversation, it appears 
that the church is di\'idetl in its oj.nn- 
ions, one portion holding that Mr. 
Barker did wrong, the other, evidently 
the larger number, assert that his pro- 
vocation was great, and that his casti- 
gation of a few of the memhers was 
well merited, though somewhat severe. 
Mr. Barker has held the opinion for 
some time that there was a clique in 
the church conspiring against him, and 
on Sunday, a week ago, he read his 
resignation, which took the bulk of the 
congregation by surprise. Last Thurs- 
day, at u business meeting of tho mem- 
bers, JMr. Parker's resignation was 
voted upon, but not accepted. The 
affair is the most disgraceful thing that 
ever occurred here.

Tho statement also shows that in the 
six cities lirst named, the liabilities 
amounted to only one-ipuirter of tho 
previous yeai's total, while in San 
Francisco the liabilities were increased 
last year about 16 per cent., being 
§5,317,118. Another table shows 
that -while in all the remainder of tho 
country only one in every 110 in 
business failed, tliero was in California 
(we have not tho figures to give San 
Fi'ancisco by itself) one failure in every 
36 in business, and in the Pacific states 
and territories which depend largely 
upon Ctiliforiiia for their prosperity, 
one failure in every Gl in business. 
Tiie Cliroiticlf draws the foiiowing 
moral from the above: "During the 
pist two years California has been at- 
tempting to'^pu^fettprs around capital, 
being ill a state of depression. Her 
people have been attempting by legisla- 
tion, which shall deprive capital of its 
natural cariiingK, to force prosperity. 
Do wo not in these' slatements of fail- 
ures plainly see \yritten the results of 
this 'tnovemont?' Cannot our legisla- 
tors heed tho lesson thus taught'?"

h ! T-77-0 Hundred Lives Lost by a Flood: 

Sr Thomas. .Ian. 14. — News has 
just arrived of a terrible flood on Sun- 
day on the island of St. Kitts in which 
200 lives were lost and property to the 
extent of .9250,000 destroyed. The 
whole island was washed. The streams 
on the mountain side i-apidly became 
torrents converging at the guish at the 
foot of Mount .Misery, and there pour- 
ed tlown upon the arable land in resist- 
ress streams. There was a general 
stampede towards the coast. The tor- 
rent rolled on into the town of Basse- 
terre, among the newly built houses 
and public edifices. The waters rushed 
headlong to the sea with drowned 
cattle and struggling human beings. 
The whole population of tin; island 
does not exceed 25,000. The peo[)le 
were hudiUed together on the roofs, 
wild with terror. Tho authorities 
went immediately to work to relieve 
the distres.s. Large quantities of pro- 
visions and all the sugar ready for 
shipment have been swept away. Ear- 
nest appeals are made for help.

' Tfl!Nl.N-ii Tin: Oxus. — ^Yitll refer- 
ence to till! task of diverting tho course 
, of the 0.x US into its pre\'ious channel, 
' tho Xocni/r \'i\'iiii/a has received a 
telegram from Samara, a town on the 
Volga, to the efl'ect that the dams of 
1 Beut and Shainurat having been dug 
i through, the work will be eontinuetl 
I next spring. Three more embankments 
i will be cut tl'.rough or wholly removed, 
while the w hole bed of the Amu-Darya 
' is to be eleancil out and ilcepencd. 

Although the river was pretty low in 
, the autumn all the work intended has 
j not been accomplished, but still the la- 
i bourers havo reached the ruins of 
i Koona L'rgentHch, an ancient city on 
the frontier of the K haute of Khiva 
i and the Steppe. At the time when 
the .\mu-L)arya flowed past that town 
it v>-as ,'i rich place, though ruined tow- 
; ers and mosques are now only to be 
I seen upon it site, with a few houses in- 
habited by Usbegs and Khirgiz," And 
j thu.s, concludes the telegram, one may 
i say that the return of the Amu-Darya 
into the Usboi, its former bed, has al- 
' ready begun. Commenting upon this 
intelligence, the Xovoi/n I'ly/ni/a docs 
not seem to be very hopeful of ever 
seeing this gigantic undertaking com 
pleted. How long will it be, inquires 
the fournal, before the Oxus really 
roaches the Casjiian? Will the river 
itself be able to overcome all the ob- 
stacles in its way, or what colossal 
works will still be ncces.sary to remove 
those impediments to its course? Will 
the Amu-Darya be navigable in its new 
course, and will the aim which Peter 
the Great strove to attain this time be 
reached? .Questions, of truth, worth 
serious con.sideration.

The idea of making a train lay down 
and take up its own rails as it moves 
along is not a ne*,v one, but an inter- 
esting realization of it is now to bo 
witnessed (as M'e learn from f.a Xalirre) 
in tho Jardin des Tuileries. Paris. Tho 
.system is th.at of Clement Ader. Tho 
rails on either side of the carriages con- 
sist of a series of jointed pieces of rail 
with flat supporting pieces ; they en- 
close tho system of wheels, jiassiiig 
down over the front and up over the 
end wlieel.s, and nil the wheels have 
two- flanges to prevent any derailment. 
In front tho chains of rail are guided 
by two distributing wheels, which are 
governed by tho traction, so that, on 
]Hilling obliquel}*, right or left, the 
endless way automatically follows the 
sauie direction. At the eiul of the 
train, again, are two takiiig-up wheel.s, 
proyid^ 'with a diflerential motion to 
metjf'tlie difficulty of going in curves, 
which involves an extending of tho 
rail on one side and contraction of that 
on tho other, so that, whatever the 
curve (to six or seven metres' rodius) 
the way is regubirly put down and 
lifted. F'rom the mechanical point of 
view, one is struck with tho sniallucsa 
of the' force required to move a train 
thu.s arranged. In tho .Tardin des 
Tuileries the train consists of three 
carriages, caiiable of foiUaining in all 
30 children, and often fuil. These arc 
drawn by two goats, which work thus 
for seven liour.s. The total load is 
about 1,000 kilogrammes. To draw a 
like weight in three carraiges on ordin- 
ary roads would require a dozen goats, 
four for each vehicle (this is the num- 
ber harnessed to the small carriages 
for children in the Champs Elysees). 
Tlie economy of carriage, then, is in 
contestable. The normal speed is foui 
to six kilometres per hour. The .sys- 
tem is, of course, not designed for pas- 
senger traflic but for goods, and in 
many places with bad roads or none 
might be very serviceable.

AmEUICAX YlKW OF A SrASDlNO 

Army. -(.)f the political traditions of 
the free antl self-governing Anglo-Sax- 
on race, one of the very strongest is 
jealousy of a standing army. Our 
popular belief is that it is a jiotnncy 
hostile to liberty, and that it should 
not only bo restrained to mere military 
action, but should lio kept so \vcak in 
numbers as to be incaixible of political 
influence. Our polilicaiis dislike it 
because its cardinal motive of obedience 
cai'es naught for their arts or persua- 
sion ; because its modes of action are 
beyond their underatanding, and large- 
ly beyond their direction ; and because 
they cannot use its dignities as rewards 
for their adherents. I''inally, our 
national frugality, or rather our simu- 
lation of that quality, militates against 
an institution which seetns to be slight- 
ly needed in peace, and which, we con- 
stantly hopt>, will not be much needed 
in war. The result of these aversions 
and beliefs is that our p.ernianent army 
has always been small, and that it will 
probably continue to be small for 
many years to come. It is but practi- 
cal and wise to concede that iu all groat 
wars our principal reliance for numbers 
will be upon our citizen soldiers. Atlan- 
tic Monthly.

1 . Sections 7 .ind 10 of the s.iid Bylaw 
;\ro horuby repealed. 

2. Tho walLs of all chiiunics shall not 
be loss than four (4) inches in thickno.s.'j, 
built of brick laid in good linio mortar, 
all joints being well Hushed. 

3. All fliiesshall belpargotted throughout ; 
the coating shall not bo loss thiin three- 
eighths of an inch in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of chiinuoys sli.-ill bo 
tlat-jointod with strong liiuo iiuirtar ini- 
mediatoly after tliu crocLion thereof. 

5. No joists, boiiil timber, or wood of 
any kind .sliall bo allowed tn enter or rest 
upon the brick work of any cliiinnoy. 

(i. 1'ho topa of all eliinineys shall beat 
least four feet from any woodwork, 

7. If any chimney Hhall bo deemed by 
the Mayor and Council to be unsafe it 
shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order tho saino to bo taken do\ni, 
and it shall bo tho duty of the person 
owning tho said chiiniicy or occupying the 
house or proraisca whereon tho same may 
bo to t.ikc down such chimney within 
three day.s after lie sliall have been order- 
ed to do an. 

8. That any person guilty of any iii- 
frastion of any of tlie pruvisiona of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
mado in jiur.suanoe herc(,if, shall, on i-oii- 
vietioii Ijefore the I'olice Magi.stralo or 
other .J ustiee of the I'eace fi>r the faid 
City, forfeit, at the di.ierution of tlii!
